Mr,  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual 
Report  upon  the  Health  of  your  District  for  the  year  1957. 

As  was  to  be  expected,  there  has  been  no  significant 
variation  in  the  population  of  the  District  during  the  twelve 
months  under  review;  the  Registrar  General’s  mid -year 
estimations  for  the  past  four  years  have  been,  for  195^»  3»020; 
1955»  5»000;  1956,  2960;  and  for  1957»  3>000,  Or,  in  other 

Words,  in  view  of  there  having  been  no  new  industry  established 
in  the  District  of  recent  years  (apart  from  the  establishment 
owned  by  the  Associated  Ethyl  Company)  the  population  figures 
are  more  or  less  stabilised  after  a gradual  increase  from  the 
1951  figure  of  2,562. 

The  Area  has,  of  course,  remained  static  at  ^[-,494 
acres.  The  rateable  value  of  £47,944  compares  with  £47,810 
for  1956,  a variation  of  but  £154.  The  Penny  Rate  Production 
of  £129. 9. 5d  compares  with  the  former  £195.15.5d. 

Both  the  number  of  Parm  Houses  and  of  Business 
Premises  have  remained  unchanged,-  whereas  Dwelling  Houses 
(reflecting  the  Council’s  rehousing  policy)  have  produced  the 
progressive  figures  in  recent  years  ofs-  1954,  1021;  1955,  1052; 

1956,  1049  end  1957,  1062, 

The  Birth  Rate  (Corrected)  has  fallen  from  the  former 

20.6  (England  & Wales,  15.7,  end  Anglesey  16,0)  to  IBe  current 

15.7  (England  & Wales  16.1,  Anglesey  16,1),  Ho  particular 
factor  can  be  put  forward  as  the  cause  or  the  degree  of  this  change 
any  more  than  could  be  for  the  variation  of  1956  upon  1955 

(20.6  as  to  14.8), 

As  will  be  seen  the  Stillbirth  rate  at  45,4  per  1,000 
live  births  is  more  than  double  that  for  England  & Wales  (22,0) 
but  it  is  suggested  that  no  comparative  sanitary  factor  can  be 
held  attributable. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  number  of  Deaths  (after  dropping 
appreciably  from  the  52  of  1955  to  the  52  of  1956)  has  showed 
virtually  no  change  at  55.  After  equalising  in  1956  there  have 
been  more  male  than  female  deaths  in  the  current  year,  as  20 
is  to  12.  The  Crude  Death  Rate  of  ll^'O  compares  with  11,5 
for  England  & Wales.  There  has  been  no  significant  rise  in  any 
particular  Cause  of  Death  that  could  be  attributable  to 
Environmental  factors , 

There  have  been  no  epidemics  of  Notifiable  Diseases 
and  only  three  Notifications  of  Tuberculosis  (as  compared  with 
the  former  single  occurrence).  As  for  protective  measures 
to  be  taken  against  Notifiable  Diseases,  thanks  to  the  County’s 
schemes  of  innoculation,  neither  have  whooping  cough  nor 
diphtheria  (the  former  scourges)  appeared  in  the  last  twelve  months 
in  the  District.  The  policy  of  progressive  anti-poliomyelitis 
immunisation  adopted  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  instrumented 
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by  the  County  Health  Authority  covers  the  District,  it  being 
hoped,  that  as  core  vaccine  bee  ones  available  for  use,  an 
increasing  percentage  of  the  population  will  be  protected  It 
is,  of  course,  not  a valid  argucent  that  because  there  have 
been  no  such  cases  in  this  area  for  years*  that  population 
iccunisation  is  not  called  for.  Sporadic  cases  do  occur 
within  the  County,  although  no  core  so  than  elsewhere  in  Horth 
Wales , 


Water  Saieples  for  1957- 

During  the  year,  57  water  sareples  (taken  by  the 
appropriate  officer  of  the  bounty  Water  Authority)  were  taken 
and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  in  Conway  for 
bacteriological  examination.  In  all  cases  the  reports  (copies 
of  which  are  sent  to  the  Sanitary  Authority) were  classified 
as  of  Grade  I quality. 

The  water  sacples  referred  to  above  were  of  course 
of  filtered  chlorinated  mains  water.  As  was  to  be  expected, 
sacples  taken  from  shallow  wells  were  of  inferior  quality. 

On  the  other  hand  a chemical  analysis  of  a sample 
taken  did  not  reach  quite  the  same  standard  but  even  so  could 
not  be  regarded  as  injurious  to  health.  The  really  important 
factor  being,  of  course,  that  in  none  of  the  mains  supply  samples 
taken  during  the  year  was  there  found  to  be  any  evidence  of 
infection  or  suggestion  of  possible  infection. 

Carcass  ^at. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  from  the  report  of  the 
Public  Health  Inspector  that  the  meat  consumed  in  the  District 
was  considered  by  him  to  be  of  so  high  an  order.  On  the  face 
of  it,  on  a purely  percentage  basis  it  would  appear  that  there 
has  been  a deterioration  of  meat  quality  of  2,59  to  4.25  for 
cattle,  0,15  to  2.6  for  sheep,  and  1,55  to  2,5  pigs,  - as 
compared  with  the  preceding  year.  But  the  basic  figures  show 
so  small  a variation  that  this  apparent  worsening  can  be  ignored. 
Purthermore,  it  would  be  seen  that  no  total  carcasses  had  be 
condemned  (there  were  2 sheep  so  designated  last  year)  and  that 
of  the  10  cattle  found  to  be  diseased,  in  each  case  the  disease 
was  localised  to  a single  organ,  rather  than  diffused  or  even 
involving  a second  organ.  In  view  of  the  difficult  slaughter- 
ing times  it  is  surely  to  be  commended  that  out  of  a total  of 
2,657  animals  slaughtered,  as  many  as  2,510  was, in  fact,  inspected. 

In  conclusion,  I should  yet  again,  like  to  thank 
the  Chairman  and  lumbers  for  their  interest,  and  the  Clerk, 

Public  Health  Inspector  and  Officers  of  the  Council  for  their 
willing  co-operation  and  help.

RKPORT  OP  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR  FOR  TEN  TEAR,  1957, 

To  the  Chairman  and  Afembers  of  the  Council, 

I beg  to  place  before  you  my  fourth  Annual  Report 
on  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  district  and  work  carried 
out  within  my  province  as  Public  Health  Inspector  during  the  year 

1957. 

HOUSING. 

During  the  year  under  review  the  Council  completed 
the  10  houses  at  Penycefn,  and  commenced  the  building  of  the 
18  bungalows  at  laes  Salem,  which  have  all  since  been  occupied. 
The  Council  failed  to  purchase  by  agreement  the  proposed  housing 
site  near  Parys  Brewery  and  a Compulsory  Purchase  Order  was  made. 
During  the  year  land  was  purchased  at  Lon  Bach,  laesllwyn  and 
Prondeg  for  future  housing  need.  Plans  were  approved  for  6 
bungalows  at  Lon  Bach,  but  further  progress  has  been  delayed 
on  account  of  negotiations  with  the  Owner  of  the  cottages  that 
have  been  declared  a Clearance  Area,  The  Council  very  wisely 
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agreed  to  purchase  the  house  known  as  Llwyn  Onn  which  had 
already  been  in  use  as  two  flats,  and  which  is  now  occupied 
by  Council  tenants*  -A  tender  was  accepted  to  erect  8 houses 
on  the  remaining  site  at  Graigydon, 


There  has  been  no  increase  in  the  rate  of  private 
development,  land  proposed  to  be  used  for  private  houses  was 
rejected  by  the  Planning  Authority,  and  this  together  with 
unavailability  of  land  satisfactory  to  a private  developer 
appear  to  retard  such  development.
